" provements on surface property of International 
Coal & Coke Co. Ltd. indicate a long tertn of busi¬ 
ness in sight. Trackage of the haulage from the 
north mine to the tipple is being completely changed 
to eliminate time consuming switching of coal cars. 
This requires anew bridge across the Old Man River, 
which runs through the company’s property, and a 
new grade which will swing in from north of the 
river and connect with the trackage from the south 
mine and thereby make a direct approach to the tip¬ 
ple without having to do considerable switching.

Unqualified approval of ’Turkey's 
request for permission to fortify the 
Dardanelles was expressed In the 
offlclsil Soviet organ, Izvestia. 

Unconfirmed reports at Halifax 
said the Canadian National steam¬ 
ships Prince Henry and Prince David 
may be brought back into service for 
cruises out of New York.

The British destroyer Scout trans¬ 
ported the body of Dr. Leopold Von 
Hoesch, late German ambassador to 
Britain, from Dover to Wilhelm- 
shaven.

Fajned Naturalist At 71, Counts His 
Wealth In Friends 

Jack Miner celebrated his 71st 
birthday April 10th. Edgar A. Guest, 
the Detroit poet, terms him "the 
best beloved Christian in America"; 
while Irvin S. Cobb, writer and hum¬ 
orist, says ‘‘Jack Miner is the great¬ 
est practical naturalist on the 
planet.” An editorial in the ‘‘Ottawa 
Citizen” says: ‘‘Not Watt, but a 
succession of inventors made the 
steam engine; not Bell, but many 
electrical experiments made the tele¬ 
phone. Jack Miner, in this sense, 
has given us the bird sanctuary.” In 
other words, popularized the sanctu¬ 
ary idea. 

While his hair is turning some¬ 
what white, otherwise no one can 
notice the years creeping on him, be¬ 
cause he is as active and as enthusi¬ 
astic in his study of bird life as he 
was twenty years ago.

Convoyed By Destroyers 

Art Treasures Loaned To Britain 
Sent Back To China 
Priceless Chinese art treasures re¬ 
cently on exhibition in London, were 
convoyed by British destroyers, al¬ 
most like a troopship In wartime, 
back to China. 

The several thousand pieces of art, 
some of which dates back far before 
the time of Christ, form the bulk of 
the Chinese art exhibit held recently j 
at Burlington House. Many other 
pieces were lent by the royal family 
and by private collectors. 

Years of negotiations were neces¬ 
sary to induce the Chinese govern¬ 
ment and people to part temporarily] 
with the collection, which was sent] 
to England aboard H.M.S. Suffolk. 


Newest Medical Service 
A parachute medical service has 
been organized by a group of 34 
surgeons and physicians graduated 
from the Soviet government para¬ 
chute school. The doctors will an-| 
swer urgent calls by plane, descend¬ 
ing in parachutes where landing 
fields are not available. The service 
has\headquarters at the Moscow civil 
airfield.

Everybody knows he never uses 
tobacco In any form, and never 
drinks anything stronger than water; 
but he said to-day, "You cannot 
judge the size and quality of any] 
man’s heart by the smell of his 
breath.” 

In closing the interview, he said: 
‘If a man Is built of the right ma¬ 
terial, the more you sit on him the 
broader It will make him. 

"Be sure you’re right and then go 
ahead, because you will be criticized 
if you do, and you will be criticized 
If you don't; so, do and be criticized; 
but to escape criticism, say nothing, 
do nothing and be nothing.” 


Have Every Freedom 

Spanish Women Not Cloistered As 
In Old Days 

The long-sheltered women of Spain 
have been coming from behind the 
romantic iron grills that used to 
shut them off from the world to in¬ 
vade fields once closed to them. 

While 25 years ago the number 
of women in Spanish universities 
could be counted on the fingers of 
the hands, to-day in some of the 
faculties, such as philosophy and 
literature in the University of Ma¬ 
drid, there are more women than 
men. ^ 

The republic overnight gave Span¬ 
ish women tl^e vote and In Madrid 
more women voters are registered 
than men. Where a woman, dis¬ 
tinguished in some branch of learn¬ 
ing used to be a rarity, .to-day there 
are scores of women whose names 
are known throughout Spain. 

Years ago most Spanish girls could 
not go out unattended until an ad¬ 
vanced age. Those in moderate cir¬ 
cumstances went with their mothers 
or married sisters. Those in wealthy 
families were attended by duennas 
who never left them alone in public 
for* a moment. To-day girls, alone 
or accompanied by companions of 
their own age, are seen in public 
just as in other parts of the world. 


Dividing Of Territory 


In the fairly large garden there is 

special place for fruit. This end 
of the business is often neglected 
especially in those not infrequent 
sections of Canada where the win¬ 
ter is severe and the summer searon 
short. But there is some fruit 
which may be grown almost up to 
the Arctic Circle. Under garden con¬ 
ditions where it is possible to furnish 
more than the usual protection, most 
things can be grown far north of 
their ordinary environment. Certain 
types, it is true, may succumb in a 
winter such as was experienced in 
1933-34, but the trees are not ex¬ 
pensive and are easily replaced. 
Strawberries, gooseberries, currants. 
Saskatoon beriies and cherries are 
all hardy. In garden fruits the be¬ 
ginner is advised to include more of 
those things which will produce 
fresh deserts or salads early in the 
season when it is difficult or ex¬ 
pensive to get imported- supplies. In 
this connection early cherries like 
the Richmond, early apples such as 
Yellow Transparent, St. Lawrence 
and Red Astrachan. or some of the 
new varieties developed by the Ex¬ 
perimental Farm authorities, are 
worth considering. Where space i.s 
very limited it is quite feasible, 
through grafting or budding, to have 
several varieties of apples on a sin¬ 
gle tree. This applies to applies and 
pears especially. 

In recent years there has been a 
good deal of interest in rock gardens 
which Is a very natural development | 
when it is realized that artistic re¬ 
sults can be secured. Where the 
ground slopes sharply this sort of 
treatment is particularly effective. 
Large Irregular boulders are sunk 
well into the ground and the little 
alpine plants are grown in deep 
earth pockets between. Most of 
these plants originated in the rocky 
slopes of the old lands and in our 
own mountainous sections. In rock 
gardens they change an ugly or 
washed-out bank into a most at¬ 
tractive miniature garden with a 
profusion of bloom. In special sec¬ 
tions of the seed catalogue will be 
listed suitable plants with the height 
and time of blooming so that there 
will be no difficuly in making a selec¬ 
tion.

The fine linen was made 
from a sort of flax that grew on the 
banks of the Nile and was so finely 
woven as to be almost transparent. 

Lazarus, the name of the beggar, 
contraction of Eleazar, which 
means "Help of God”, and was per¬ 
haps given to him to indicate his 
character, for there is no more vir¬ 
tue in being poor than there is sin 
In being rich. This beggar, covered 
with loathsome sores, lay at the gate 
of Dives coveting in vain even the 
crumbs that fell from the rich man’s 
table, but the only attention he re¬ 
ceived was from the dogs which 
roamed the streets as scavengers. 
These dogs licked his sores and 
must have increased his mi.sery with 
their rasping tongues. 

In time It came to pass that both 
Dives and Lazarus died. As some¬ 
one has observed. Dives doubtless 
died of overfeeding and overdrink¬ 
ing, just as Lazarus, died of under¬ 
nourishment. The beggar was car-' 
ried away by the angels into Abra¬ 
ham's bosom.

NOTES AND COM MENTS 

£^AGER GARDENERS are delayed in their planting by 
a fall of snow which disappeared the day after as quickly 
almost as the proverbial snowball in Hades. Every year a 
steady improvement in gardens and household surroundings 
seen, and thrifty householders who try to improve the 
little corner in which they live bring added comfort to them¬ 
selves and set a good example to their neighbors. Individual 
effort towards improvement makes the town a better place in 
which to live. 

'Y'HE provincial government denies to newspapers the 
carrying of beer and liquor advertising, but takes over 
the entire distribution of all intoxicating beverages, and the 
profits therefrom. From Coleman alone a revenue of at 
lea8t^$20,000 net is derived, not a cent of which is returned 
towards local revenues. If it is morally wrong to advertise 
liquor and beer, it Is equally morally wrong to be a partner 
the traffic, yet the present provincial government is deep- 
into it than any previous government has been. Many 
righteous reasons are advanced by the premier why this 
should be. Might is right. He has decided to hog the en¬ 
tire profits, and other publications coming from outside the 
province into it will get the advertising that formerly was 
apportioned among Alberta newspapers. Just another of 
those peculiar quirks of our one-man government of the 
Major Douglas type, who, in a letter to Premier Aberbart, 
rged that all who oppose Social Credit should be “pilloried” 
through the radio and the press.

towards implementing the pre-election promises of Social 
Credit candidates. It is just another of the dream-like pro-| 
posals on a par with the proposed automobile highway to 
connect Alberta with Asia via the Behring Straits.

The Queen Mary 


j New Uniform Cilendar Plan 

Provides Internatioo&l Holiday And 
j Five Business Holiday's Ye^y 
j With a suggestion that it be put 
I into effect on January 1, 1938, Rev. 
j Father Jacob Wllhehn of R^ina, has 
; drafted a reform calendar which 
I provides for the days of the week 
always falling on the same dates of 
each month. < 

Under Father W'ilhelm's plan the 
four quarters of the year are equal 
with 31 days for the first month of 
each quarter and 30 days each for 
the other two months except that 31 
days are provided for December to 
give a total of 365 for the year. An 
; extra day is wedged in between Jime 
i 30 and July 1 every fourth year to 
j be know'n as “leap day.” 

I The year will start with January 
! 1 labelled as “international holiday” 
j and January 2 is to be a Sunday 
I with December 31 a Saturday. If 
the calendar were adopted Good Fri¬ 
day would always fall on April 7 and 
Easter Monday on April 9. 

It is suggested that Saturdays 
falling on January 1, April 1, July 
1 and October 1 be made business 
holidays, giving with international 
day on January 1, five business holi¬ 
days each year. The first four, ac¬ 
cording to Rev. Father Wilhelm.; 
would be known as rest days when 
‘everyone should carry out a review 
of his debts or profits.”

Disappointment is probably in store for millions in the British Empire 
who have conceived the impression that the first trip of the Cunard-White I 
Star’s super-liner, the Queen Mary, scheduled for May 27, is a world sport¬ 
ing event of the first magnitude with the blue ribbon of the Atlantic fori 
speed as the stakes. I 

The speed record for the Atlantic was held for the British for 22 years' 
by the Cunard Steamship Company’s Mauretania until August, 1929, when ; 
the title passed to the Rex, flying the flag of Italy, and has not since been 
recovered by any vessel carrying the Union Jack. 

Millions have been led to believe that the Queen Mary is expected to 
win back the speed supremacy of the North Atlantic for Great Britain and 
as a result of the great amount of publicity given to this vessel during the 
course of her construction and on the occasion of her launching at Clyde¬ 
bank a few weeks ago they confidently anticipate that this consummation 
is to be achieved by the new boat, but t^is, according to the London Times, 
is not the purpose of the construction of this great steamship. 

On the contrary, the Times shatters this and other misconceptions of 
the purpose and mission of the Queen Mary. Not only was 4he not built 
to wrest the speed supremacy of the North Atlantic from another country 
but, we are told, she was not designed to be the most luxurious liier afloat, 
despite reams of deacriptive material which has been published emphasizing 
the lavish 'nature of her appointments and equipment. 

“The problem,” says the Times, “was not to build a ship so big and so 
fast as to ‘stagger creation’. The problem all along was to build ‘the smal¬ 
lest and slowest ship that could form one half of a weekly service’.” 

Continuing the Times says: “Speed is very expensive; and a ship must 
be big to pay for it. On the other hand size is also expensive; and there is 
need for nice calculation. The Queen Mary is not meant to be the biggest 
and fastest ship afloat. She is not meant to be a ‘luxury’ ship at all. It 
has been made perfectly clear that the luxury will be there for those who 
seek it; but one advantage of great size in a ship is that room can be made 
for all sorts of people, and the Queen Mary is n6t for the rich only.” 

However, if the Queen Mary is not designed to be the largest ship 
afloat or the fastest boat on the seven seas or even the most luxurious, she 
has claims to distinction which make her an impressive monument to the 
brains responsible for her creatiop, exemplified in the words stability, 
strength and safety and these attributes have been achieved without undue 
sacrifice of size, speed and lavishness. 

On the contrary, the Queen Mary is of noble proportions and embodies 
the last word in naval architecture, marine engineering and scientific 
research. 

Every conceivable device has been adopted to justify the claim made 
for the Queen Mary that she is the safest ship afloat and that passengers 
aboard her will be safer than in their own homes. To quote a recent issue 
of Pearson’s Weekly she is “so well equipped with scientific instruments 
that it will be literally possible, with a little adjustment, to send her from 
Southampton to New York without a man aboard,” and, “she will be able 
to steam through impenetrable fog at 40 miles per hour, automatically 
steered and protected from collision with ships and objects.” 

These devices include a “radio searchlight” with which the Normandie 
is also fitted, a continuous beam of ultra-short radio waves which sweep 
the horizon ahead of the bows of the advancing vessel and record obstruc¬ 
tions on a sensitive receiver. 

Another is the infra-red ray detector to locate other vessels or icebergs 
at a great distance in dense fog or black night. “The latest detector of this 
kind,” says the writer in Pearson’s Weekly, “is so sensitive to changes in 
heat waves that it can detect a man through a mile of heavy fog by the 
heat of his body.” 

The boat is equipped with an automatic helmsman, consisting of a 
gyro, electrically connected with the steering gear in such fashion that if 
the vessel deflects one half degree from the set course it will automatically 
be swung back on the true course. An “echo sounder” will guard the ves¬ 
sel against striking a submerged wreck or iceberg growlers, which hardly 
show above the surface. 

The Queen Mary is practically fireproof. Each cabin is safeguarded by 
a thermostatic alarm which automatically sets water sprinklers in action 
when the temperature rises above a certain level and the “electric eye” will 
be used to detect fire in the holds. At the slightest trace of smoke the 
electric eye will sound the alarm and release a stream of carbon dioxide gas, 
automatically selecting the burning hold and smothering the blaze.

Patient Revived 

Apparently Dead For Some Minutes 
Is Resuscitated On Operating 
Table 

Another case of a patient who 
“died” on the operating table, only 
to be brought back to life again by 
heart massage and injections of 
adrenaline, is described in the cur¬ 
rent issue of the British Medical 
Journal. 

The patient, Ernest Hinsley, about 
45, of Waterloo, Asthon, is now 
normal again, but has no memory of 
having been to the operating thea¬ 
tre. 

His heart, said Dr. J. V. Fiddian, 
stopped without warning and Hins¬ 
ley ceased to breathe. Efforts at 
resuscitation began immediately and 
the “usual two or three minutes were 
wasted in fruitless artificial respira¬ 
tion.'* 

Dr. Fiddiafi then resorted to. car¬ 
diac massage, and continued this for 
two minutes without feeling any 
spontaneous movement of the heart. 
He then injected intra-cardias 
adrenaline into the ventricle. 

“The effect,” he writes, “was im¬ 
mediate and almost magical. With 
each squeeze that followed the heart 
was felt to be enlarging and sudden¬ 
ly it began to beat wildly. 

“It was several minutes more be¬ 
fore spontaneous respiration was 
established, but after that there was 
no further immediate anxiety. 

“The patient was returned to bed 
with his heart still beating tumult¬ 
ously, in a manner strongly sugges¬ 
tive of an overdose of adrenaline.” 


Was Not Photographed 

Smallest Book Printed With Ink 
Fronri Copper Plates 
The world’s smallest book, which is 
a quarter of an inch long, three-six¬ 
teenths wide, and weighs a grain and 
a quarter, is for sale in London. The 
most surprising thing about the text 
—which is E. F. Thompson’s render¬ 
ing of selected verses of the Rubai¬ 
yat—is that it is properly printed 
from minute copper plates, with ink, 
on paper, and not merely produced 
by photograph. The pages are stitch¬ 
ed by hand and bound in leather,. 
The verses look like small dark 
stains on the paper, and can be read 
only with a magnifying glass. When 
the book was being printed in Wor¬ 
cester, Massachusetts, in 1932 it was 
found that the vibration of a passing 
i^otor-car was enough to "blur the 
type.

Isning New Coinage 

Uanada Could Improve On Deeign 
When Making Change 

With the coronation of King Ed¬ 
ward 'Vin. Canada, in common with 
the rest of the Empire, will issue a 
new coinage. Would not the pres¬ 
ent, whilo*we still have a year or 
so, be a good opportimity for the 
Government to call together a body 
of artists and experts to submit de¬ 
signs for coins that would be a lit¬ 
tle more representative of Canadian 
artistic accomplishment than the 
exceedingly unattractive ones which, 
year after year, generation after 
generation, reign aftef reign, come 
from the mint with such deadly 
monotony? 

Tradition declares that upon each 
accession the effigy of the new Sov¬ 
ereign upon the obverse side of the 
coin shall be reversed. When we 
have done that we in Canada are 
apparently content to allow the fun¬ 
eral wreath of maple leaves on the 
reverse side-which on a slightly 
worn coin much more closely re¬ 
semble those of the cabbage^—and 
the rather sprawling legend within 
it to continue to “symbolize” Canada. 
The comparatively new Canadian 
nickel^ is one of the ugliest coins in 
circulation anywhere. 

Other countries are paying in¬ 
creasing attention to the attractive¬ 
ness of their coins from an aeshetic 
point of view. Some of the newer 
United States specimens are things 
of real artistic beauty, indicative of 
thq country’s progress in the arts of 
sculptural design and modelling. 
There are surely competent artists 
in the Dominion who would welcome 
an mvitation to compete for designs 
for coins of different values, and 
out of such competition there might 
come a coinage of which, from an 
artistic point of view, Canada could 
be legitimately proud. ~ Montreal 
Star.

More than 1,000 skilled men are 
engaged at Rochester, England, in 
building a fleet of 29 giant flying- 
boats for operation by Imperial Air¬ 
ways on world-wide services—includ¬ 
ing the Atlantic. 

There are two decks to the new 
flying boats, lower being for pas¬ 
senger accommodation and the top 
for crew (two pilots, two stewards, 
and a purser), mails and baggage. 

The gross weight of the new ships 
will be 17% tons, and they will be 
powered by four 740-h.p. engines, 
giving a maximum speed of nearly 
200 m.p.h. and a cruising speed of 
155 m.p.h.

London’s first film show—40 years 
ago—came to life again recently at 
the Polytechnic Cinema to celebrate 
the 40th anniversary of the intro¬ 
duction of moving pictures to the 
country. The original projector used 
by M. Lumiere, the French pioneer, 
was used. 

One gathered something of the 
thrill for an audience of that time 
of the spectacle of Trewey on the 
screen giving his changing hat per¬ 
formance and of Louis Lumiere’s 
brother having tea on the lawn with 
his wife and baby. 

When, subsequently, the pictures 
were thrown by up-to-date appar¬ 
atus on to a large screen, one rea¬ 
lized how good the photography was 
in the circumstances.

He recalled his concern, at Queen 
Victoria’s funeral, when he found 
that the noise of his home-made 
camera was disturbing the silence of 
that occasion and how King Ed¬ 
ward, looking round, halted the pro¬ 
cession so that the picture might be 
taken.
